bership. Through these and other 
activities, we will make the con- 
tacts so necessary to strengthen 
libraries and library service on 
both local and state levels. 


If there was any defeatism evi- 
dent at the Bedford Springs Con- 
ference, following so closely after 
Governor Fine’s veto of the bill 
which would have established a 
State Library Council, I failed to 
see it. Instead, the four hundred 
librarians, trustees, and exhibitors 
who gathered at one of PLA’s best 
attended conferences were in a 
cheerful mood, perhaps on the 
belief that a vetoed bill is better 
than a defeated one. “Where do 
we go from here?”’, was heard on 
every side. Everyone seemed con- 
fident that the new Legislation 
Committee, headed by the Presi- 
dent who had made every state 
legislator sit up and take notice, 
would point the way toward an- 
other legislative effort that would 
certainly succeed. Such success 
would help move Pennsylvania’s 
public libraries from the bottom 
of the heap toward a position of 
which the State could be proud. 
And, more important, would help 
make them agencies through 
which its citizens could become 
better informed, with the chance 
to continue for profit or pleasure 
the process of learning, which, ac- 
cording to present library stand- 
ards in the State, is apparently ex- 
pected to stop the day they finish 
school. 


Your new president will do all 
in his power to move in that di- 
rection. In October 1950, Candi- 
date for Governor, Fine wired our 
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Reading Conference, “Of course 
I am in favor of strengthening 
and expanding our library serv- 
ices.” Ways and means must be 
found to prove to our Governor, 
by the time the 1953 Legislature 
meets, that House Bill 745 was a 
step toward just that aim. 

It has been inspiring to watch 
PLA’s expanding fields of interest 
during the past few years. I have 
heard it said that PLA is only for 
public librarians. Anyone who be- 
lieves this should have attended 
the enthusiastic and helpful meet- 
ings of the College and Reference 
Section at Bedford Springs, or the 
fine session on special services put 
on by the Special Libraries Asso- 
ciation Chapters. 

A feeling of solidarity among 
librarians in the State has been 
created by the move to have the 
local districts affiliated with the 


Association. Six districts have 
taken chapter status in PLA and 
were represented at the Confer- 
ence. 

The formation of a Trustees’ 
Section with Mrs. Shand of Lan- 
caster as Temporary Chairman is 
another hopeful sign. Some one 
said that there were more trustees 
at this Conference than ever be- 
fore. 

With all of this interest and en- 
thusiasm, PLA should have a 
great year ahead. It will not hap- 
pen automatically though. May I 
urge every member to do his or 
her part. It will take real effort to 
move ahead and I am confident 
that Pennsylvania.will do just 
that. Long a leader in many other 
fields, Pennsylvania can forge 
ahead in libraries and library 
service as well.

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The President has been asked 
by the Executive Committee to 
summarize the work of the Asso- 
ciation in the form of a presiden- 
tial report to you, the member- 
ship, at this annual meeting. 

For the improvement of the ad- 
ministration of the Association, 
the Procedure Book which guides 
the Executive Committee has been 
revised. In the process of bring- 
ing this book up to date several 
recommendations were made for 
changes in our Constitution and 
By-Laws. In cooperation with your 
incoming president, Melvin Voigt, 
a Constitution and By-Laws Com- 
mittee was appointed and will 
bring you a special report at the 
1952 annual meeting. After action 
on these recommendations has 
been taken, the Procedure Book 
should again be revised to con- 
form to these changes and then 
published for the use of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

The financial condition of the 
Association is sound and the 
Auditing Committee has made 
very specific recommendations for 
the guidance of the Treasurer.

The publication of the second 
preliminary report of the Survey 
was a real milestone in the self- 
analysis of public libraries in this 
Commonwealth. It is truly amaz- 
ing the substandard budgets un- 
der which our libraries function, 
the inadequacy of the State Li-

tions, the insufficient staffs, and 
the large number of unserved 
people.

To study How Good Are Pennsyl- 
vania Libraries? is most depress- 
ing and yet it is from this basis we 
must work. The Survey was used 
extensively with the State Legis- 
lature in attempting to establish 
a State Library Council patterned 
after the State Educational Coun- 
cil.

Joseph J. Yosko (D), Bethle- 
hem, Northampton County 
Before this legislation was intro- 
duced Miss Dorrance and your 
president called on the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, Dr. 
Haas. He again assured us of his 
active interest and support. You 
will recall that last year when a 
committee composed of Miss Dor- 
rance, Miss Estes, and Miss Borne- 
man called on him to discuss such 
legislation he recommended the 
creation of a library council even 
before they had a chance to make 
their suggestions. This year he 
put in writing his approval of this 
legislation to the sponsors of the 
bill. 

[RESOLVED ... We pay 
tribute to Representatives 
Edwin W. Tompkins, Albert E. 
Madigan, John F. Stank, and to 
Senators Donald P. McPherson, 
Jr., and Paul L. Wagner for 
sponsoring and supporting 
House Bill 745. 

The Associa- 
tion extends its gratitude and 
warm appreciation of their 
efforts to those members of the 
General Assembly who voted in 
favor of House Bill 745. 

RESOLVED .. . We express 
our warm appreciation to Dr. 
Francis B. Haas, Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, for 
his support of House Bill 745. 
We pledge our continued co- 
operation to promote better 
library service in Pennsylvania. ] 

To the best of my information 
obtained from legislators, the 
reason the Governor vetoed this 
legislation was that he felt the 








legislation was unnecessary. The 
administration has been opposed 
to the creation of any new agency. 


It was our hope that the first 
action of the Library Council 
created by House Bill 745 would 
be to provide for a survey of the 
State Library. It may be possible 
for this Association to obtain a 
private grant and the Governor's 
approval to still have this survey 
made. 

No Legislator was asked to vote 
for the Bill. We were very careful 
to present the facts and then sug- 
gest that if they thought the pro- 
gram worthy, they give it their 
support. We even went so far as 
to say that if they did not think 
this was the solution by all means 
to vote against it. Only two of the 
Legislators, both of them Sena- 
tors, one Republican and one 
Democrat, who were personally 
contacted voted against the Bill. 
One frankly said he had no in- 
terest in libraries. Surprisingly 
enough we found out later he is 
a library trustee! The passage of 
this Bill by both the House and 
the Senate is a compliment to the 
individual librarians and the li- 
brary boards who have built a 
large reservoir of good will 
through fine services rendered, 
far beyond what would normally 
be expected on meager budgets, 
inadequate book stocks, and small 
staffs. 

With these facts in mind we 
could very well be discouraged 
with the picture now facing us, 
but there is one very big ray of 
hope for libraries in Pennsylvania. 
Those of us who contacted the 
Legislators were amazed by the 
amount of good will and sincere

appreciation of libraries, their 
needs, and their problems evi- 
denced by individual members of 
the Legislature. Most of the Legis- 
lators were interested in actual 
facts and in getting a concise 
State-wide picture bolstered by 
the Survey Report. You can also 
feel a great deal of pride that 27 
Senators were sufficiently inde- 
pendent of thought and apprecia- 
tive of library services and the 
need for expanding and strength- 
ening these services, to vote 
against the general trend of the 
administration although this was 
definitely a non-partisan bill. 

The recommendations of this 
Association in this regard in no 
way reflect on the services of any 
member of the present State Li- 
brary staff. We all know that the 
Library has been under-staffed 
and working on meager budgets 
as long as any of us can remem- 
ber. The State Librarian reports 
that before the Governor’s bud- 
get was even presented to the 
Legislature for action $75,000 was 
cut from the State Library budget. 
We urgently need some means of 
strengthening the State Library 
which in turn will aid in strength- 
ening libraries throughout the 
State. 

My recommendation on this 
legislation to each of you as mem- 
bers of this Association is as fol- 
lows: 

1. If your Senator or Repre- 
sentative voted for the Bill by 
all means do not fail to thank him 
for his interest and support. We 
will certainly need his coopera- 
tion during the next Legislature 
and he will be far more likely to 
vote for us again if you, as a voter, 
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and your Library Board thank 
him for his favorable attitude. 

2. If your Senator or Repre- 
sentative voted against the Bill do 
nothing about it now but try to 
interest our opponents to support 
H. B. 44 which has passed the 
House but is bottled up in the 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee. This Bill would merely raise 
the ceiling on State Aid to County 
libraries from the present $2500 
to $4000. The requirements to ob- 
tain State Aid remain exactly as 
they were before. Your active sup- 
port, whether or not you are con- 
nected with a county library is 
urgently needed. Please contact 
all your Senators and Representa- 
tives before the Legislature re- 
convenes December 10. 

|The Pennsylvania Library 
Association enlists the contin- 
ued interest and support of the 
members of the General Assem- 
bly of Pennsylvania for House 
Bill 44. 

RESOLVED .. . that the As- 
sociation urges the General 
Assembly to enact this legisla- 
tion which raises the maximum 
amount of state aid to be paid 
to a county library from two 
thousand five hundred dollars 
to four thousand dollars. | 

In spite of the promise of form- 
er Governor Duff to proclaim 
Pennsylvania Library Day on Jan- 
uary 17, it somehow was taken 
over by Pennsylvania hospitals. 
Governor Fine did co-operate, 
however, in proclaiming National 
Library Day, October 4, in co- 
operation with the American Li- 
brary Association and served as 
an honorary member of the 
Planning Committee. 


It is gratifying to be able to re- 
port that our Scholarship Fund 
bequeathed to the Association by 
Alice Hall Cargill was distributed 
equally among three Pennsylvania 
Library schools: Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Technology, Pittsburgh; 
Drexel Institute of Technology, 
Philadelphia; and Marywood Col- 
lege, Scranton. 

{Carnegie Library School has 
set up the Alice Hall Cargill 
Emergency Loan Fund, the 
money to be lent for short terms 
in emergencies. 

Drexel Institute of Technol- 
ogy School of Library Science 
will use its allotment for a loan 
fund. 

Marywood College Depart- 
ment of Librarianship has 
granted its part of the bequest 
as the Alice Cargill Scholarship 
to a worthy person, scholastic- 
ally and professionally. The re- 
cipient will use it during the 
school year 1952-53, and Mary- 
wood will supplement the 
scholarship, thereby making it a 
full-time tuition scholarship for 
the next school year. | 

The Federal Relations Com- 
mittee has been active in several 
areas of Federal Legislation: 1. To 
include libraries under the De- 
fense Housing Bill. 2. To main- 
tain special postal rates for li- 
braries. 3. To promote the Li- 
brary Service Bill. Special com- 
mendation should go to the Chair- 
man of this Committee, John 
Knickerbocker, and to Anna Ma- 
lone who has been most active in 
contacting farm groups and other 
State-wide organizations in behalf 
of Federal Legislation. 

Various Sections of the Penn- 
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sylvania Library Association have 
had meetings during the year. 
The College and Reference Sec- 
tion held well planned and well 
attended regional meetings. The 
Section of Children’s, Young 
People’s and School Librarians 
conducted a drive for member- 
ship and held an outstanding sec- 
tion meeting open to anyone in- 
terested in children’s literature. 
The County Library Section held 
two meetings. 

The editors of our Bulletin re- 
port that the County reports have 
been most satisfactory but that 
200 names of librarians delinquent 
in membership had to be removed 
from our mailing list in August. 
There were three different adver- 
tising managers during the year. 
This turnover seriously handi- 
capped the advertising program. 

The Recruiting Committee re- 
ceived most favorable response 
from the managements of na- 
tional radio networks for one 
minute of time to be devoted to 
recruiting for librarianship. How- 
ever, because of the policy of these 
networks, the request had to be 
referred to the American Library 
Association to complete the ar- 
rangements. The Committe is 
again planning to enter our re- 
cruiting efforts for the Field 
Award. You will recall that two 
years ago Pennsylvania received 
second place in the nation and a 
$200.00 prize for its recruiting 
program. With your cooperation 
in sending to the Chairman what 
you have done, the accumulation 
may well put us in the winning 
ranks again. 

The Membership Committee 
had someone present at each 
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regional and section meeting to 
collect dues and sent out a thous- 
and letters to delinquent mem- 
bers or prospective members. 

We are happy to welcome so 
many District associations to 
membership in PLA, in accord- 
ance with the By-Law passed at 
our last annual meeting. 

Your President has attended all 
but two of the regional meetings 
to which she was invited. Because 
of conflicts in dates these two in- 
vitations had to be declined. She 
has appeared on television in 
Philadelphia as your representa- 
tive for the ALA; represented you 
October 4, National Library Day, 
at the program of the American 
Library Association in Philadel- 
phia; made innumerable trips to 
Harrisburg for the legislative pro- 
gram; mailed a newsletter almost 
every month summarizing events 
in the State and activities of the 
various committees and sections 
to every member of the Executive 
Committee. It is recommended 
that this type of news coverage be 
continued by future presidents as 
a means of keeping the Executive 
Committee informed of activities 
between Executive Committee 
Meetings. 

The President recommends 
that: 

1. An officer of PLA represent 
the Association at every District 
and Section meeting during the 
year. 

2. That some means of quick 
communication with all librarians 
and libraries in Pennsylvania be 
established. Perhaps regional, 
county, and local chairmen could 
be appointed who would be re- 
sponsible for contacting key 
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people in the area and distribut- 
ing pertinent information. Every 
officer and committee chairman of 
your Association feels this need ol 
closer contact and I am sure the 
average member would like to 
know what is happening more 
often than is possible through the 
Bulletin. The personal contacts at 
the various meetings this year 
were very helpful, 

The President wishes to thank 
the Program Committee for the 
program and the arrangements 
made for this Conference and to 
thank the Exhibit Chairman for 
his fine work in securing for the 
second year a complete sell-out of 
exhibit space. Without our good 
friends the exhibitors this con- 
vention could not be held. 


The President also wishes to 
thank the Executive Committee 
and all committee chairmen and 
members for their cooperation 
during this past year. It would be 
impossible to present any report 
to you without active help. It is 
only through action by a large 
portion of the membership that 
our Association can prosper. 

It has been an honor to serve 
you as President. It has also been 
a lot of work. I do hope that you 
will give to your incoming presi- 
dent the same active support that 
you have extended to me and I 
hereby pledge my willingness to 
continue to serve you in whatever 
capacity my talents permit.

The Pennsylvania Library As- 
sociation in annual conference 
assembled at Bedford Springs, 
Pennsylvania, on October 26, 
1951, believes strongly that librar- 
ians are entitled to the benefits of 
old-age and survivors’ insurance 
as provided in Public Law 734 
which amends the Social Security 
Law and was signed by President 
Truman on August 28, 1950. 

Since it is necessary that each 
state must pass enabling legisla- 
tion in order that these benefits 
can be available to librarians who 
are municipal employees, BE IT 
therefore, RESOLVED, that the 
Pennsylvania Library Association 
urges the passage of Senate Bill 
219 (passed unanimously by the 
Senate) which will permit the 
public libraries of Pennsylvania to 
secure the benefits of Federal 
Social Security for their employ- 


ees, many of whom are now with- 
out any form of retirement allow- 
ance. 

Be it further resolved, that a 
copy of this resolution be sent to 
each member of the House of 
Representatives. 

Franklin H. Price has served 
the Free Library of Philadelphia 
almost continuously since 1899. 
During that time he has risen to 
become Director and Chief Li- 
brarian. Mr. Price has been ac- 
tively interested in the cause of 
better library service, not only in 
his own community where his ac- 
complishments are many and 
notable but also in the state, he 
having been active in the Penn- 
sylvania Library Association and 
serving as its President in 1943- 
44,
